THE  WHITWORTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1959. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/60,  dated  8th 
January,  1960. 

Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  notifiable  disease  with 
74  cases.  One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified,  caused  by 
the  salmonella  enteritidis  organism.  Symptoms  were  mild, 
and  the  term  salmonellosis  or  food  infection  is  often  to  be 
preferred. 

As  regards  clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
a  preliminary  survey  of  the  area  was  carried  out,  and  in  all,  a 
list  comprising  approximately  55  houses,  noted  for  future 
action.  This  list  will  be  augmented  in  due  course. 

Two  clearance  areas  comprising  eight  houses  were 
officially  represented  to  the  Council.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births:  149  births  (87  males  and  62  females)  were  registered 
this  year;  a  crude  birth  rate  of  20.2  per  thousand  of  the 
population.  The  corrected  birth  rate,  i.e.  that  rate  which 
would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the 
population  of  the  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the 
rest  of  England  and  Wales,  is  20.4. 

10  births  were  illegitimate. 

There  were  3  still  births.  This  gives  a  still  birth  rate  of 
19.7  per  1,000  total  births. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the 
adjustment  of  the  birth  rate  is  1.01. 

Deaths:  101  deaths  were  registered,  of  which  54  were  males 
and  47  females. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  13.7  and  the  adjusted  rate  is  15.2 
per  thousand  estimated  population.  (Registrar-General’s 
comparability  factor  is  1.11). 

Maternal  Mortality:  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  again, 
that  there  has  been  no  maternal  death  in  the  district. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area:  These 
services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council  through 
No.  13  Divisional  Health  Committee,  on  which  this  Council 
is  represented.

A.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  is  mainly  satisfactory,  being 
provided  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation,  and  the  majority  of 
the  houses  have  a  supply  of  water  that  is  wholly  sufficient  and 
good  in  quality. 

The  water  is  collected  from  upland  surface  gathering 
grounds  and  afterwards  treated  by  modern  methods  of  filtra¬ 
tion  and  chlorination. 

24  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  and  two  samples  of 
private  supplies  were  taken  during  1959  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  were  reported  satisfactory. 

1  sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  a 
satisfactory  report  was  received. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public 
mains  is  2602  and  109  houses  have  supplies  drawn  from 
private  sources. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  on  a  weekly  basis  from  all 
the  houses  in  the  area  and  approximately  2,230  dustbins  are 
emptied  by  two  side-loading  waggons.  210  dustbins  were 
replaced  during  the  year  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  methods 
on  the  Council  tip  at  Landgate,  and  this  is  satisfactory. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  has  been  mainly 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  At  certain  times  of  the 
winter  months  it  is  not  possible  to  collect  refuse  from  premises 
off  the  main  highways  due  to  snow  and  frost  and  the  workmen 
and  vehicles  being  engaged  on  snow  removal  with  the  High¬ 
ways  Department. 
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A  total  of  37  tons  16  cwts.  of  waste  paper  was  collected, 
baled  and  sold  as  salvage.

With  very  few  exceptions  they  cannot  be  converted  to 
the  fresh  water  carriage  system,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  situated  in  outlying  parts  where  no  sewer  is  available. 

Although  the  Council  encourage  the  conversion  of 
waste  water  closets  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system,  progress 
is  slow  and  there  is  no  authority  for  compulsory  conversion. 
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Referring  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  generally,  there 
are  numerous  blocks  of  houses  where  the  occupiers  of  the 
dwellings  have  to  walk  distances  of  20  or  30  yards  down  the 
street  to  the  sanitary  accommodation,  this  being  jointly  used 
by  two  or  more  families.  Unfortunately,  this  state  of  affairs 
cannot  be  improved  at  the  present  as  most  of  the  houses 
concerned  are  either  back  to  back  or  otherwise  scheduled 
for  reconditioning,  etc. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Generally  speaking,  little  trouble  was  experienced  during 
the  year  by  atmospheric  pollution  from  smoke,  and  it  was 
not  therefore  necessary  to  take  any  legal  action  in  this  matter. 


Rodent  Control. 

The  main  sewers  were  treated  on  two  occasions  during 
the  year  and  judging  by  the  small  number  of  baits  taken,  the 
sewers  appear  to  contain  very  few  of  these  dangerous  pests. 

A  part-time  man  is  employed  for  dealing  with  these  treat¬ 
ments,  and  a  charge  is  made  for  his  work  when  engaged  on 
industrial  and  farm  premises.

Part  VIII  of  the  Act — Outworkers  :  1 
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Sewage  Works. 

Some  difficulties  have  been  encountered  and  it  was 
necessary  to  fit  a  new  air  main  to  operate  the  humus  sludge 
liquor  ejector.  Because  of  the  fine  summer,  the  majority  of 
the  sludge  had  dried,  and  a  large  quantity  was  lifted  by  a 
hired  mechanical  shovel  and  tipped  at  the  north  end  of  the 
works. 

In  order  to  hasten  the  drying  of  sludge,  a  conditioning 
agent  has  been  tried  and  has  given  encouraging  results. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  assistance  given  to 
me  by  your  other  officials,  and  the  constant  support  and 
encouragement  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee.
